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Who was Executed at Tyburn on Friday the 1ſt. of this inftane July, 1681. 


Written by his own Hand. 
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Have ſome few days paſt abided my Tryal at the XKizgs-Pench, and now very 
ſoon I mult hold up my Hand at the King of King's Bench, and appear before a 
Judge who cannot be deceived by Falſe Witnefſes, or Corrupted Allegations 3 
[or be knoweth the ſecrets of Flearts: Neither can he deceive any, or give an Un-. 
juſt Sentence, or be Vifſead by relpects of perſons; Fe being all goodneſs , and a moſt 
juſt Tudge,will inſ4llibly decree an etery ul Keward for all good works, and Condign puniſh- 
ment for the ſmalle i Tr wnſgri[ſion againſt his ' ommandments. Which being a molt cer- 
ram and undoubted Truth; it would be a wicked Act, and contrary to my perpetunl 
weltare, that | ſhould now by ceclaring any thing contrary tc» Truth, commit a 
dJ<teſtableſin, for which within a very ſhort time | muſt receive Sentence of Ever- 
ating Damnation : after which there 1s no Reprieve or hope of Pardon. I will there- 
iore Contels the Truth, without any Equivocation , and make uſe of the words ac- 
ending totheir accuſtomed figntfication ; atfuring you moreover, that T am of that cer-" 
tain periwaſton, that no Power, not only upon Earth, bur allo in Heaven, can diſ- 
repc! with me, or givem= Jeave to make a Falle Protettation: And I proteſt upong 
the word ofa Dy inyz man, and asI hope for Salvation ar the Haiids of the Supream 
Judge, that | will deciare the Naked Truth with all Candor and Sincerity : And that 
my Affatrs may be the better known to all rhe World, 

*Fis tro be obſerved, that Thave been Accultd in Treland of Treaſon and Premunire, 
and that there] was Arraigned and brought to my Tryal; but the Proſecutors (men of 
Flagitivus and Infamous Lives) perceiving taat I had Records and Witneſſes who 
would Evidently convince them, and clearly (ſhew my Innocency and their wick- 
cdneſs, they voluntarily abſented themſelves, and came to this City , to procure 
that I ſhould be brought hither to my Tryal (where the Crimes objefted were not 
committed,) where the Jury did not know me, or the Qualities of my Acculers, 
and were not informed of ſeveral] other Circumſtances conducing to a Fair Tryal. 
Here, after fix Months Cloſe Impriſonment (or there abouts) I was brought to the 
Bar the third of May, and Arraigned for a Grime, for which I was before Arraigned 
in Jrcland: A ſtrange Reſolution , a rare Fact, of which you will hardly find a 
Precedent theſe five hundred years paſt : But whereas my Witneites and Records

\were in 7re/an4, the Lord Chief Juſtice gave me five weeks time to get them brought 
hither: Burt by reaſon of the uncertainty of the Seas, of Wind and Weather, and of 
the difficulty of getting Copies of Records, and bringing many Witneſſes from ſeveral 
Counties in Trelazd, and for many other Impediments (of which Afidavit was made ) 
'T' could not at theend of the five weeks get the Records and Witneſles brought hi- 
{ther ; I therefore begged for twelve days more; that 1 might be in a readinels for my 
Tiyal, which the Lord Chief Jaftice denyed ; and fo I was brought to my Tryal, 
and exnoitd, as it were, with my Hands Tyed, to thoſe Mercileſs Perjarors, who 
\Gid ajm at my Life, by Acculing me of thele following points. 
| Firſt, 7hat | have ſent [ters by ove Nial O Neale (who was my Page) to Monſieur 
'Baldeichi, the Pope's Secretary 5 to the Biſhop of Aix, and to Principe Colonna, | 
that they might Sollicit Forraign Powers to 7rvade Itcland 3 and alſo io have ſent Letters 


\toCardiral Bullion to the ſame effetF. | 
Secondly, To have implozed Captain Con O Neale to the French King for Succonr. | 
\ - \Thirdly, 79 bave I evied and F.xatfed Momeys from the Clergy of Ireland to bring | 


inthe French, and to maintain ſeventy thouſand men, | 
'  Fourthly, Tohave had in a readine{s ſcnenty thouſand men, and I iſks made ofthern, 
and to have given Dir:ions to one I rier utiy is make a Z iſt of 250 wen in the 'Cariſb

_  Fifihly, To have Surrounded all the Turts 1nd! Farbours of Iretand, and to have fixed

' magh; whom I did exhort to take Arms to recoer therr f jtates.

\ never ſent Letter or Letters by him to Vonfenr Faldcjchz, or the Biſhop of fix, or 
ito Principe Colonna And T lay, that the /zeliſh Tranſlation of that pretended Letter | 
'\produced by the Frier Macmoyer, is a meer invention of his, and never Penned by 
'|me, or its Original, either in Ezgliſh, Latin, Htalian, or any other Language. I affirm 
moreover, that never wrote Letter or Letters to Cardinal ZBullioz, or any of the 
French Kings Miniſters ; neither did any who was 1n that Court either ſpeak to me, or 
write to me directly or indirectly, of any Plot or Conſpiracy againſt my King or 
\Conntry, Fartt:cr, I Vow that I never ſent Agent or Agents to Rome , or to any 
' other Court, about any Civil or Temporal Affairs: And 'tis well known , (for it is a 
\| Precept publickly Printed) that Clergy-men (living ta Countries where the Govemn- 
| ment is not of Roman i atholicks) are. commanded by ome, not to write to Pome, 
| concerning any Civil or Tcmporal Aitairs, And I do aver, tha? ] never rcccived 
Eetter or Letters from the Pope, or from any other of his iniltc's mailing the Jeafſt 
mention of ans flich matters ; $o that the Friers Macmoyer 401 ZJuffy Swore moſt 
| Falfly, as to fuch Letter or Letters, Agent or Agents. = 
| To theſecond, I lay that I never employed Capt. Con O Mea! to the Trench King, 
 orto any of Tis Mimfters; and that I never wrote to him, or received Letters from 
' him; andihat | never ſaw him but once, nor.ever (poke to him to the beſt of my 
| remembrance ten words z and as for his being 1n ( harlem urt.or 7urganncn,] never 
+ :fw him in them Towns, or knew of his being in thoſe placesz So that as to Con O 
| Neate, Frger Mack, Afoger's Depolitions are moſt falle. | |

' bringing in Gunierds or French, neither did 1 ever receive any upon that account, 
from tFricfts or Þryers, as T'riest Mac-( Fave, and Troer fr mot untruly afjerted. 


| Tatiure vou , that | never received from any Clergy-man 12 7reland, but what was 
dine to me by ancivnt cuſtom for my maintenance z and what my Predeceflors theije 
Hundred years paſt were wont to recerve 3 nay I received leſs than many of them. 


\And it all what the Cartolich-lvey of Freiund got in tho weary, were pat in erg 
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Purſe, it would ſignify little or nothing to introduce the Trench, or to raiſe an Army 
of ſeventy thouſand Men, which 1 had Inhiſted, end ready, as ] ryer Mac D'oer moſt 
'falfly depoſed 3 Neither is it Jeſs untrue what 7rzcr Duffy arretfee, viz. That 1 di- 
reed him to make a Liſt of 250. Men in the Fa::ſh of J rghart, in the County 
of Lowth. 

To the fifth, I anſwer, that I nev:r ſurrounded 3} rhe Forts o1 Rarbours of Freland, 
and that I was never at Cork, Kinſale, Pantry, ijouctal, Duniaruan, Or Knot k ferenss 
and theſe 36 years paſt I was not at 7 imerich, T7 wncimm or Wexford, As for Car- 
Itngford 1 was never in it but ence, and ſtaid not in i above kalt an kourz Neither 
did I conſider the Fort or Haven; Neither had | it in my thoughts or imagination 
to fix upon it , or upon any othcr Fort or Haven, for Linding of French or &pani- 
ards ; and whilit] was at Carlingford (by meer chance, patiing that way) Fryer Dufſy 
was not in my Company, as he moſt faj{ly Sworc. 

To the ſixth, I ſay that I was never at any Veeting or Connſe!, where there way 
mention made of allotting or coll:Ging of Moncis, for a Plot or Contpiracy 3 and 
tis well known, that the Catholick Clergy of Treland, who have neither Londs nor 
Revenues, and hardly are able to keep decent Clonihs upon their Backs, and Life 
and Soul together, can raiſe no conſiderable tum; nay canno ſpare as much as would 
maintain half a Regiment. 

' To the ſeventh, anſwer,thar I was never 2t any meeting of 200. Gentlemen in t 
County of Monaghan, or of any Gentlemen of the three Conntics of Alorzghen, £T 
”agh, and Cavern, nor of one County, nor of on: B:irony : and that Tnvver exhorted 
Gentleman or Gentlemen either there, or in anv other part of Freland, to tike Arms 
for the recovering their Eſtates 5 And 'tis well known that there #1e not even in all 
the Province of Ulſter 30o Triſh Roman (atholicks, who had Eſtates, or loſt Eſtates. 
by the late Rebellion; And as 'tis weli known, ail my thonzhis and endeavours were 
for the quiet of my Country, and elpecially of that Province. | 

| Now to be brief, As I hope for Salvation I never icn: Letter or Letters, Agent, 
or Agents, to Tope. King, Trince , or 7 relate, concerning any Plot 6r Conſpiracy 
againſt my King or Country; I never raiied ſem or fums of Money, great or ſmall 
to maintain Souldjer or Souldicrs ail the days of my lifes I never knew or heard, 
(neither did it come ro my thoughts or imagination,) that the ]xexch were to Land at 
Carling ford; and I believe tizere 1s nons who faw Treland even in u Map, but will think it 
2 mcer Romance ; I never knew of any Plotters or ConlÞirators in Freland, but ſuch 
as were Notorious and Prociuimed (commonty call:d Tories,) whem TI did endeavour 
to ſuppreſs. And as I hope for Salxaticn, ] alwars have veen, and am intirely Innocent 
of the 1 reaſons laid to my Charge. and of any other whatſoever. |

And tho'I benot guilty ct the Ciimes of which | am accuſed, yet | believe none. - 
came ever to this Place who is.1m ſuch a condition as T am ; for if I ſhonld even ac- 
kriowledge, (which in Contcience ] cannot do, becauic 1 ſhould buly my (et ) the 
elwct Crimes laid tomy charge, no wiſe man that xnows reſund would believe me. 
[t I {hould confeſs that | was able to rate 7coco mycþa 1n thy altrias of which I had 
care, to wit, in Vier; nay, even 1n all Jreland, and to have Jevye<d and exacted 
moneys from the Roman Clergy tor their maintenance, and to have prepared Car- 
ling ford for the I rench's Landing, all would but laugh at me; it being well known, 
that alfthe Revenues of Treland, both Spiritual and Temporal, poſttited by His Ma- 
jetiy's SubjeCts, are ſcarce able to ratic and maintain an Army oft 7ccoo mcn. If I 
wilt deny all thoſe Crimes, (asf did, and do) yet it may be that ſome, whoare _ 
rot acquainted with the Aﬀairs of Freland, will not believe that mv denia! is groun- 
ded upon Truth, thi] aflert It with my /alt breath, I care venture farther,” and af- 
tirm; Fhat if thult points of 70.009 men, Ec. al been Sworn Þitore any Proteltant 
Jary in freland, and had been even acknowledged by me at th. Bar, they would not 
believe me, no more than if it had been depoled, and contuiled by me, Taar Ihad 
flown in the Air trom Dublin to Holyhead.

'man 5 And that you m4» be the more induced to give me credit, I aſſure you, That 
a great Pecr ſent me notice, That be would ſ17e my Life, if I would accuſe others. but I 
anſwered. That 7 never knew of any © onſpirators in Ireland, but ſach (asT ſaid before) 
as were publick'y known Outlans; ind that, to ſave my Life, T would not falſly accuſe 
any, nor pr:judice my cwn 27. Quid prodeſt homini, &c. To take away any man's 
7 ife-or Goods wrongjully. ill becometh any C hriſtian, eſpecially a man of my Calling, being 
a. lergy-man of the © atholick, * kurch, and alſo an unworthy Prelate, which T do operly 
confiſs. Nenher will | deny iohive exerciſed in Treland the FunGtions of a Catholick 
Prelate, as long as there was any Connvyance or Toleration ; and by Preaching, and 
Teaching, 31 Statures,to ive ondeavoured to bring the Clergy (of which I had a 
care) to a due compoin nr, according to their Calling 3 and tho' thereby 1 did but 
my duty, yet fore who wor! nyt amend had a prejudice for me, and eſpecially my 
Acculirs. to whom ] dic en 'eavour to do good; ] mean the Clergy-men, ( as for 
the four L.2v-men who appeared againſt me, wiz. Florence Mac-Moyer , the 2 Neals, 
and [Hanlon , I was never acquainted with them 3 ) but you (ſte kow I am re- 
quited,and bow by f:l{e Oaths they brought me to this untimely death ; which wicked 
af being a oclect of Perione ought not torefletupon the Order of S. Franczs,or upon 
he Roman tholick Gierizy, It being well known, that there wasa Judgs among the 
Py Apoſtles, and a wicked man called Azcholas amongſt rhe ſeven Diacons; And 
even, as one of the faid Diacons, to wit , holy Stephex, did pray: for thoſe who 
ſtoned him to death 5 fo do [, tor thoſe who with Perjarzes (pill my Innocent Bloud, 
. ſaying, as St. Frepher did, O Lord lay not this Sin tothem. Ido heartily forgive 
: them, and allo the Judges, who {by denying me ſufficient time to bring my Records 
and Wirneſles from Treland) did expoſe my Life to evident danger. Tf % alſo for- 
give all thoſe who had a hand in bringing me from Ireland to be tryed here, where it 
was morally impoſſible for me to have a fair Tryal. Ido finally forgive all who. did 
concur, dircaly or indirett!y, totake away m3 Life, and I ask forgiveneſs of all thoſe 
whom I ever otfenced by Thought, Word or Deed. |

Now that I liave ſhewed ſufficiently (as I think) how Innocent am of any Plot or 
Con(piracy ; | would ] were able, with the like Lruth, toclear my (elf of high Crimes 
commiticd agaialt the Ltvine Miajelites Commandments (often tranſgreſſed by me)for 
which [ am lorry with all my heart, and 1f ] ſhould, or could live a thouſend years, 
[ have a firm rcloJjuiion, a3d a ſtrong purpoſe, by your Grace (O my God) never to 
offend you 5 and T beferch your Divine Mcwjeſty, by the meritsof Chriſt, and by the 
Intercc{hon of his Elefied \Vietlier. and all the holy Angeis and Saints, to forgive me my 
Sitis, and tO grant my SuUr ira) Relt. Aliferere me; Dew, &c. Parce anime, &C.
